Claim Objections 

It is not clear whether claims 2-16 are independent or dependent claims. A series of singular 
dependent claims is permissible in which a dependent claim refers to a preceding claim which, in turn, 
refers to another preceding claim. A claim which depends from a dependent claim should not be 
separated by any claim which does not also depend from said dependent claim. It should be kept in mind 
that a dependent claim may refer to any preceding independent claim. See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-16 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and 
functional or operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be 
clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form 
only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-9 and 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Parnian et al. (US 6,538,623; hereinafter Parnian). 

Regarding claim 1, Parnian discloses a tape recorder (See Col. 10, lines 47-54) combined with a 
detachable tele-cam 35a (Col. 1 1, lines 6-10); a printer 55 (See Fig. 3); voice to text converter 37; and a 
type writing keyboard 60 (See Fig. 2). 

Regarding claim 2, Parnian discloses a device 37 that enables a printer to hear and to capture 
audio and convert to text. 

Regarding claim 3, Parnian discloses a device that enables the printer to print out information 
independent of the tape recorder. See Col. 1 1, lines 1-6. 

Regarding claim 4, Parnian discloses a device that enables the printer to retain information that it 
digitally recorded so that it can be printed out later. See Col. 15, lines 20-26. 

Regarding claim 5, Parnian discloses a device that enables the printer to print out information 
simultaneously when the tape recorder is recoding. See Col. 9, lines 7-17. 
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Regarding claim 6. Parnian discloses a device that allows the magnification of letters. See Col. 
12, lines 35-38. 

Regarding claim 7, Parnian discloses a detachable Tele-cam device 35a. 

Regarding claim 8, Parnian discloses a device 55 that enables a detachable Tele-cam to print out 
captured information. 

Regarding claim 9, Parnian discloses a device that enables a detachable Tele-cam to magnify 
captured information before printing. See Col. 12, lines 35-38. 

Regarding claim 15, Parnian discloses a printing device 55 that enables printing of recorded items 
from any source. 

Regarding claim 16. Parnian discloses a device that enables recording of speeches, lectures, in 
various languages and further providing printing capabilities. See Col. 10, lines 47-54. 

Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yamada (US 6,435,745). 

Regarding claim 1 1 Yamada discloses a paper tray 18 that can be pushed in and pulled out. 

Claims 10 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Oda et al. (US 
5,937,152; hereinafter Oda). 

Regarding claim 10, Oda discloses a device that enables users to print out information in color or 
black and white. See Col. 16, lines 4-6. 

Regarding claim 14, Oda discloses a silencer to enables a printer to print without noise. See Col. 
15, lines 64-65. 
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Claims 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chung et al. (US 
6,825,832; hereinafter Chung). 

Regarding claims 12 and 13, Chung discloses built in microphones and amplifier 40 that serve as 
voice enhancers.
